_Albany’s school tax 
rate may be reduced

ALBANY — Albany Un- 
ified School District antici- 
pates a significant decrease 
in the school tax rate this 
year, Superintendent 
Charles McCully revealed 
today. Officials attribute 
the proposed cut to the 
economic see-saw that 
sends tax rates down as as- 
sessed values rise. 

“We can’t be certain of 
the exact amount’’, McCully 
said, “‘but it should be in the 
neighborhood of 60 cents — 
Le areemaencnad 10 percent 
below the present $6.13 rate. 
We'll know definitely when 
the county sets the assessed 
valuation for the district 
and, of course, the final 
budget is authorized.” 

At the board session of 
June 21, trustees St vse: a 
tentative budget of 
$5,956,025, some $40,000 
under last year’s $5,996,183. 
(The 1976-’77 budget in- 
cluded addition of the Mid- 
dle and Cornell schools.) 
The proposed operating 
budget of $5297,238 is up 2.8 
percent over the preceding 
year and includes the infla- 
ig factor set by Senate Bill 


The trustees also ratified, 
at last week’s session, three 
union contracts which in- 
crease teachers’ salaries 
three percent and authorize 
a four percent ‘pay raise for 
members of the districts’ 
two classified-employes un- 
ions. All agreements con-

Albany‘s PSE 
case in limbo

OAKLAND — While not 


making a final decision, a 
superior court judge has 
refused to rule outright 
that the Albany City Coun- 
cil lacks the power to ban 
the controversial police 
department PSE ‘‘truth’”’ 
machine. 

The refusal was con- 
tained in Judge Harold 
Hove’s overruling of a de- 
murrer filed by Christ- 
opher Burdick, the attor- 
ney for Police Chief James 
Simmons. The demurrer 
argued that the council’s 
power was limited. 

With his demurrer set 
aside, Burdick is pre 
the chief’s defense by fil- 
ing an answer to the city 
council’s original com- 
plaint which seeks court 
enforcement of the ban. 

Burdick’s answer denies 
arguments contained in the 
original city complaint, 
filed by City Attorney 
Larry Saler. 

In effect, Burdick’s ans- 
wer alleges that the city’s 
arguments that it has the 
power to ban the PSE are 
not valid. It also quotes 
portions of the Albany city 
charter and California sta- 
tutes to allege that the 
police chief has the power 
to decide whether or not to 
use the PSE. 

City Attorney Saler, is 
considering his next move 
which may be the filing of 
a motion for summary 
judgement. 

If granted, the court 
would make its decision 
based upon the points of 
law submitted in the ex- 
change of arguments. 

If not granted, the court 
may then schedule a trial 
delving into the applicable 
law and detailed facts of 
the case.

After the council ordered 
the ban, Simmons con- 
tinued to allow the use of 
the PSE. The council 
majority voted to bring 
court action and Simmons 
hired his own private de- 
fense ‘attorney. 


Albany gets 


sales tax 
allocation 


ALBANY — The City of 
Albany received $64,442 this 
week in the State’s June al- 
location of sales and use-tax 
receipts. Alameda County 
was granted $518,883 in 
sales and use-tax monies 
plus $1,102,190 from the 
one-quarter percent county 
local transportation fund. 

The Board of Equalization 
administers the six percent 
sales and use tax (6% per- 
cent in the BART and SCCT 
counties), with 434 percent 
going to the state and one 
and See percent to 
cities and counties. 

Statewide more than $130 
million was distributed, to 
the cities and counties. 

William M. Bennett, 
chairman of the State Board 
of Equalization, said that 
California cities received 
$82.1 million and the coun- 
ties $15.2 million for a com- 
bined total of $97.3 million. 
The counties also received 
$24.1 million from the one- 
quarter percent local sales 
and use tax for the county 
transportation fund. 

The San Francisco Bay 
Area Rapid Transit District 
(BART) received $4.9 mill- 
ion from the. Santa Clara 
County Transit District re-. 
ceived $4.3 million from the 
additional one-half percent 
sales tax paid in their re- 
spective counties. (The 
BART counties are 
Alameda, Contra Costa, and 
San Francisco).

High fiber diets 
posing problems 


and her three 


BERKELEY — In- 
creased amounts of dietary 
fiber have been advised 
recently to promote better 
health, but too much fiber 
— especially of certain 
types — may pose health 
problems, according to re- 
searchers at the University 
of California. 

Too much pectin, a diet- 
ary fiber found in fruits 
and vegetables, may result 
in vitamin B12 depletion, 
leading to pernicious 
anemia. 

Information on the ef- 
fects of pectin comes from 
research by Robert W. Cul- 
len, a graduate student in 
nutrition, and Susan M. 
Oace, associate professor 
of nutrition at UC Ber- 
keley. 

Cullen and Oace re- 
ported their findings April 
5 at the annual meeting of 
the American Institute of 
Nutrition in Chicago. 

“Dietary fiber supple- 
ments are currently very 
popular and are being re- 
commended by physicians 
as well as lay health ad- 
visors.”” Oace commented. 
“But the heat | detri- 
mental effects of large 
amounts of fiber on vita- 
min utilization are virtu- 
ally unstudied.” 

Cullen and Oace set up 
studies to determine the 
effects of increased 
amounts of various kinds 
of dietary fiber using 
groups of laboratory rats. 

Dietary fiber is a generic 
term that includes plant 
constituents that are resis- 
tant to digestion, including

‘Our most significant 
findings come from the 
study groups of rats in 
which pectin was added to 
the diet,’’ Cullen said. 
“Rats fed as little as five 
percent pectin — an 
amount that could be con- 
sumed by anyone who likes 
fruits and vegetables — 
become rapidly depleted of 
vitamin B12.” 

He pointed out that for 
people whose diet contains 
plenty of B12, as does the 
diet of most Americans 
who eat animal products, 
this poses no problem. _ 

According to Cullen, high 
levels of pectin in the diets 
of the rats progressively 
and bait depressed 
Browth and increased B12 

epletion. The researcher 
noted that cellulose at high 
levels also interfered with 
absorption of B12. 

Oace and Cullen fee 
their eee on the ef- 
fects of high fiber diets are 
particularly important to 
individuals on a vegetarian 
diet. ; 

‘“‘Vegatarians who con- 
sume dairy products and 
eggs have the opportunity 
to get sufficient amounts of 
B12 from their diets, but 
those on complete vegeta- 
rian diets are in particular 
danger of Bi2 depletion,” 
Oace said. 

“Both Broups need to be 
aware of the role of in- 
creased amounts of fiber 
in B12 absorption.” 

The researchers added 
that individuals on other- 
wise conventional diets 
should be ‘cautious about 
drastic increases in diet- 
ary fiber. 

“In this instance, as with 
any other type of nutri- 
tional change, moderation 
should be the byword,”’ 
Oace said. 

Oace and Cullen agree 
that-further research is 
needed on dietary fiber. 

“Tt is Bae a that con- 
clusions about physiologi- 
cal effects of fiber cannot 
be generalized,’’ Oace 
said. ‘‘The heterogeneity 
and individual characteris- 
tics of fibers must be taken 
into account.”

SACRAMENTO — En- 
rollment in California’s pub- 
lic schools declined 8,337 
(0.2 percent) between the 
fall of 1975 and the fall of 
1976, Wilson Riles, state 
superintendent of public in- 
struction, reported this 
week, 

This was a marked rever- 


sal of enrollment figures for 


the preceding year, which 
showed an increase of 71,638 
(1.4 percent). Total enroll- 
ment for elementary and 
secondary schools, which 
includes adult education 
and education for the hand- 
icapped, is 5,070,514 — 


' higher than in any other 


state. 

The annual compilation of 
data on active enrollment in 
the public elementary and 
secondary schools in 
California was prepared 
from reports from elemen- 
tary, high school and unified 
school districts and from the 
offices of the county 
superintendents of schools. 

“We are hearing much 
discussion of ‘declining 
school enrollments’ in 
California,’ Riles pointed 
out. “‘It is important that we 
understand the nature and 
extent of this decline.” 

The overall decrease this 
year can be explained by 
greater declines in elemen- 
tary enrollments, a State 
Department of Education 
report said. These were not, 
as in the past, ofsett by ex- 
pansions of enrollment in 
the adult program. 

When the category of 
adult enrollment is omitted 
from both the fall, 1975, and

which is open from 1 to 4 
p.m. five days a week. 

“Pink Ladies” at Albany 
Hospital take care of pa- 
tients’ flowers; deliver 
mail; bring the juice trays, 
check tags on the beds for 
accuracy; help with the 
lunch trays; and any other 
duties which help the pa- 
tients and/or nurses. Re- 
cently they have been 
checking patients in and 
out, and many spend a lot of 
time in the supply room 
preparing water pitcher 
trays, wrapping bandages 
and pads. 

“There isn’t anything I 
don’t enjoy,” Mrs. Ray said, 
“T like people and I try to 
cheer them up. I just enjoy it 
all. When I say ‘good morn- 
ing’ and a patient smiles, it 
really gives me a lift.” 

Mrs. Ray is in charge of 
volunteer orientation and 
interviews prospective vol- 
unteers. ‘‘J take them 
around,” she said, ‘‘and 
show them in general what 
they will be doing. I ask 
them if seeing sick people 
bothers them, and if they 
are willing to do whatever is 
asked of them. If they agree 
and like what they see, then 
I train them. 

“We ask volunteers to 
work two or three weeks, 
and then we re-evaluate. If 
everything is still fine, they 
stay on, but if they find this 
is not really what they want 
to do, we let them go.” 

The AARP pink ladies 
who serve the 40-bed hospi- 
tal are mostly in their mid- 
sixties, although Mrs. Ray 
said there are some older 
and some younger. 

Mrs. Ray is a retired of- 


drivers who would transport 
the wastewater to approve 
customers. 

Any proposed re-use will 
require both a site-visit and 
prior written approval by 
the health department of the 
county involved. 

The volume of 
distribution could rise to a 
million gallons a day in the 
near future, as more 
agencies sign up. 

Of the eleven 
sewage-treatment agencies 
potentially involved — most 
of them located within 
EBMUD boundaries — four 


’ more agencies will soon be 


able to supple secondary - 
treated wastewater for re- 
use. In addition to San Pa- 
blo, they are the City of San 
Leandro, Central Contra 
Costa Sanitary District, Ora 
Loma Sanitary District, and 
EBMUD’s Special District 
One, which treats wastewa- 
ter from nine East Bay 
communities. 

EBMUD will coordinate 
distribution of wastewater 
only within its own 
boundaries, though some of 
the wastewater will actually 
come from other areas of 
Alameda and Contra Costa 
Counties. 

User agreements will be 
made with EBMUD and the 
companies or agencies 
needing the wastewater. 
Only certified haulers can 
legally transport the 
recycled water, and a 
violation of public health
